In his vftlcdlclory nddrr.'i.s a.'; rptlrlnR presi- 
dent ot the United StiiK^s Chamlirr ot Com- 
merce, Eric Johnston called lor n -new na- 
tional fervor" for the "new capltull.'im" which 
lie advocates— "a humnn In.'JtltiJllon, vibrant 
and evohillonnry, capable of cna.Uantly ad- 
Justing Itself lo new cos^iinions." 

This thesis, which Mr, Johnston argued 
with good sense and realism. Is not new. But 
It hasn't been common of late to hear a man 
In public lite urije a positive, aRgresslvc pride 
In the capltallfltlc system, and at the same 
time admit its shortcomings. 

There are many, of coutKc. who will take 
an aggressive atand for the status quo, and 
who consider capitalism "a closed and perfect 
system of life resting on congealed and un- 
touchable dogmas." as Mr. Johnston put It 
There are others who are on the defensive, 
who apologize weakly for the system or, more 
extremely, charge that capitalism Is funda 
mentally wronc, that 11 l,s getting worse, anc 
that It might better be scrapped than over- 
hauled. It Is they who tell u,s that -ve miLi 
"show Russia" that capitalism worlts bclte) 
than communism, or else adopt communism 
To be sure, capitalism is not at the top of 
the economic heap today. The Brlll.sh people 
have elected a government pledged lo a modt- 
Iled socialism. And most of "the liberated 
countries of Europe are turning either toward 
Britain's new course or toward Russia's com- 
munism. 

But does that mean that capitalism \k 
wrong in theory? Or have Europeans turned 
their collective back on capltall.sm because 
they blame It, as 11 wa.s practiced In their own 
countries, tor many of the mt.^rorlunes that 
befell them? If capitalism hasn't worked 
fairly and Justly In China, for example, mu.s 
we then call it wrong for the United States' 
The results are Importanl. And if the re 
suits are bad. people tend to channc the tech 
nlque when they are free to do so. Bu 
famine Is famine, whether under communl.sm 
or oligarchy— and It has occurred under both. 

Let us look, then, at the material results 
of capltallflm in America. They arc imper- 
fect, but what other system offers more In 
human comfort? And the imperfections arc 
being remedied, though there is still a long 
way to go. 

Today's capitalism Is not the capitalism of 
SO or even 20 years ago. It is not the cap- 
italism of the Jay Goulds and the Jim Fisk.-;, 
the sweat shops and 12-hour days and "the 
public be damned." Gradually freedom of op- 
portunlty and advancement and realization 
for the many has been advanced at the ex- 
pense of freedom of exploitation lor the few, 
though aome have fought all advancement 
bitterly. 

By alt the evidence around us. capitalism 
work! In America— not perfectly, but well, 
will probably work better with a little more 
of the "national fervor" Mr. Johnston sug- 
gests, and considerably les-i apology, selfish- 
ness, class bickering and defeatism.

THE CREAT HUMANITARIAN 
There Is no use In denying or minimizing 
the fact that a certain portion of the Ameri- 
can working people, some of those in the 
white -collared class, and even a small per- 
centage of those listed among our wealthy, 
are Inclined to think that communism Is "the 
thing," 

In general, their reasons for leaning to- 
ward communism are that this form of econ- 
omy In govommBnt provides the greatest 
good for the most people, offers some kind of 
security they cannot visualize in a democracy, 
and gives the Individual a feeling ot inde- 
pendence from Buch things as capita! and so- 
ciety. 

They like to think of stalln. communlsm'a 
man of steel, as being the true Irlend ol man- 
kind, champion ot the poor, and foe of 
everything that represents wealth In the 
tcrlal sense. 

Recently Joe Stalln took a stand that 
Bhould serve as a moral to those who like to 
think ol him aa a great humanitarian. When 
all of the other great powers appealed for 
HuMla'a help In the program for the pre- 
vention of mass starvation, Stalin's reply was 
a stem and uncompromising "No!" His rea- 
son was that the appeal had come too late, 
although a similar plea to Russia last Janu- 
ary brought no better response. 

Russia might argue that it has a food 
problem of Its own. but so does the United 
States which is expected to contribute most 
or thfl relief for the starving countries of the 
world. However, the help that has been given 
' by Great Britain where food rationing Is even 
tighter than It was during the war is a coh- 
trart that puts Russia's coU-bloodedness to 
Abame.
